Ho must break to them the 
natural bread and feed their bodies 
before he attempted to tell them of 
the true bread that came down from 
heaven, This is what the church has 
failed to do, But this is just what she 
mnst do before the hungry, starving, 
discontented masres;of the people are 
succersfnlly reached by the gospel. 
The church mnst go ont among the 
destitute, as her Lord did, with both 
hands full. In the one she must carry 
the bleesced evangels of bread and meat 
for the hungry and medicine and heal- 
ing to the sick and words of loving 
eympathy aud good choer for the sor- 
rowing— aud in the other she must 
carry the bread of life the blessod 
Gospel of salvation. When this is 
done, and done in the spirit of the 
Master, the non-chnreh-going outlying 
masses will receive the Gospel aud re- 
ceive it gladly. 

But unfortunately for tho ohureh and 
for the world, too, this work of pro-

beyond all question the work of the 
church of God, coupled 
other and more important one of sav- 
ing men's souls. If the world is to be 
saved it is to be saved through the in- 
mentality of the church. No other 
agency in the world can do this work. 
God has ordained it so. It is for this 
purpose that God is perpetuating His 
church, and he will hold her responsi- 
ble for the world's salvation. 

But it will require a vast ontlay of 
money to gccomplish all this work. 
Unquestionably this is true. But the 
church has the money. It is within 


today, 

The trouble is, the money is not 
consecrated to the work of saving the 
world, Unnumbered millions of the 
Lord's money is being misappropriated 
and turned into other channels, There 
is enough money, doubtless, in the 
hands of the church, which, if consc- 
erated aud judiciously expended, to 
evaugelize and save the world before 
another decade shall have passed 
away. It is true that some charitable 
work has been done aud is now being 
done by certain churches here and 
there and that many individuals in the 
charch have given generously of their 
means for the cause, but the church at 
large has failed to take hold of this 
important part of Christain work aud 
to carry it on in a systematic and bus- 
iness-like manner, Spasmodio efforts 
made by many chnrches to help the 
poor by such questionable means a. 
bazars, lunches? entertainments and 
other such like things, aro not likely 
to be of any permanent beuefit to the 
eans6, 

This practical Christian work should 
be done steadily, systematically and in 
nocordance with the teachings of tho 
soriptures. To this end every church 
should have regular organized ageucies 
for raising the means necessary to meet 
the material wants of its own poor and 
then, if possible, reach out after others

turns her bright face away. It takes 
Mars forty minutes longer than our 
earth to turn on his axis, He makes 
his tour around the sun in six hundred 
and cighty-seven days, or nearly two 
of our years, His distance from the 
sun is one hundred and forty million 
of miles, while our earth is ninety-one 
million of miles from that great blazing 
orb, Mars dashes on at the rate of 
fourteen miles per second faster than 
any express train ever «ped over this 
carth, Mars is only 40 million miles 
away from our earth, a very short 
moruing walk in astronomy. 

His size is not so great as our carth 
and he is much less dense. Hie ma- 
terial is about three quarters as heavy 
as ours.” He has an atmosphere just 
the same as carth has, and of all the 
planets is the only one whose actual 
surface is decernable in the telescope. 
Jupiter and Saturn hide their mighty 
faces beneath heavy masses of vapor, 
nnabling astronomers to describe the 
real condition of their surfaces. 
Not so with Mars, his little face stands 
ont bold and clear and we see him as 
he is. True, dark clouds sweep over 
the landscape, often biding one conti- 
nent and another. Such changes us 
we wituess on earth aro. observed on 
Mars. He people must have similar 
sensons as We, The markings of Mars 
have been so carefully studied that at 
last a map has been made of the planet. 
Names have been given to the conti- 
nents and oceans of Mars, such as 
Dawes' continent, Herschel's oconti- 
nent, Do La Rue ocean, Airy sea, 
Haggin's inlet, ete. 

Who dare say that Mars is not peo- 
pled? Why should a planet nearly as 
large as this earth, where miliions and 
millions of people live, lay there dor- 
mant and lifeless. Why, such au iden 
is absurd in the extreme. 

Of course, many people think this 
little ogtail earth of ours to be the 
only place where human beings exist. 
They brand you as a fool if you dare 
advocate tho population of other pan- 
eis and stare.

According to the most reliable esti- 
mates, the world today contains 280, - 
000,000 grown women. Among civil- 
ized nations the United States has ac- 
tnally tbe largest sbare, its feminine 
population being 30,554,370, Russia 
comes next, with an adult feminine 
— of 28, 200,000. Then a 

ng way after comes the German em- 
pire, with 10,930,000; Anstria with 
9,680,000 ; Great Britain, with 8,796, - 
000; France, with 8,586,000 and Italy, 
with 6,850,000. Spain comes next on 
the list, 4,130,000 of the fair sex, and 
che is followed by Belgium, with 1,- 
340,000; Ronmanis, with 1,260, 000; 
Portugal, with 1,080, 000, and Holland, 
with 1,070,000, 

The countries whose adult feminine 
population does not reach 1,000,000 
aro Switzerland, which has ouly 690, - 
000; Norway, which has 465,000, and 
Greece aud Denmark, which arc tied 
at 490,000, In this estimate it will be 
noted that the entire female popula- 
tion of the United States is given and 
only the number of grown women in 
the different countries of Europe. As 
a matter of fact, in proportion to its 
population, this country has fewer 
women than most of tho others men- 
tioned. 

The proportion of women to men in 
the United States is greater in New 
England, where the women are in ex- 
ess. It is least in the far west, where 
the number of men exceeds that of 
women, Wyoming has the smallest 
female population, 21,362; New York 
the largest, 3,020, 960, while it is said 
that one factory in New England em- 
ploys 12,000 women, — Brooklyn Citi- 
cen.
